Through The 
Study Window 


By REV. C. C. ARMSTRONG 


The United Church is devoting spe- 
cial attention missionary work in 
India. This is in continuance of a 
policy whereby each territory served 
is Biven special study for a year. 

India is a “secular” state and 
guarantces to adherents of all faiths 
the right freely to “profess, practice 
and propagate” their religion. Com- 
munist and extreme Hindu nation- 
vlists have been challenging the 
tight of foreign missionaries to par- 
ticipate in evangelistic activity. 

The native Christian churches have 
gone on record as wishing for further 
help from the West, and for a long 
time to come. But the National 
Churches Council also had this to 
say. ‘Indian leadership must re- 
ceive top-priority, and that the mis- 
sionary must occupy from now on a 
subordinate position, Also, as far 
as possible, the missionary must 
come here at the invitation of the 
(Indian) Church and not as a mem- 
ber of the Mission he represents.” 


The church council in that land 
now administers funds and stations 
all personnel, including missionaries.

In Alberta 
— ag comm 


Food, one of our basic neces- 
sities. comes directly from the 
soil, or from animals that con- 
sume plants such as grass, clov- 
vy and grain. Life depends 
upon the soil and the uses to 
Which it is put. Agriculture is 
the most general occupation of 
man. It remains Alberta's 
most important industry. 


Alberta’s Department of Ag- 
riculture makes every effort ‘2 
help farmers with their prob- 
lems, to promote interest in 
iaviculture and to encourage 
the best use of our rich soil re- 
sources, The potential of Al- 
Letta agriculture keeps the 
department's eye on the future 
It's more immediate task is to 
create an environment that 
Will enable farm families to 
maintain a high standard of 


living and preserve the quali- 
ties of their lands. As agricul- 
ture in Alberta expands, this 
wiil remain the basic responsi- 
dility of the department. 


Alberta’s farm population is 
approximately 345,000 living 
on about 84,000 farms. Total 
value of all agricultural pro- 
duction in 1953 was in the 
Nei“hborhood of $696,000,000. 
However, farm income for any 
is less than total value, 
due to a substantial part of 
tield crops being utilized by the 
farmers themselves in the pro- 
duction of livestock and poul- 
ivy. Actual cash income to Al- 
berta farmers in 1953 is calcu- 
lated at approximately $492,- 
000,000, a reduction of four per 
cent from the previous year. 


We have in Alberta about 68 
million acres of land suitable 
for farming. The potential 
area of arable land in Alberta 
exceeds that of any other prov- 
ince. About 44.5 million acres 


yery 


are now occupied and some 22.3 
million acres improved. Each 
voar about seven million acres 
are sown to wheat and slightly 
less to coarse grains, while 
some six million acres are in 
summerfallow. The balance is 
chiefly in mixed grains, seed 
and haylands. 


Alberta has long been noted 
for its irrigation development. 
and the Department of Agri- 
culture is assisting this work 
financially and technically. 
Much of the Province will re- 
main important for ranching 
and dry farming only, but it is 
estimated that about 2,000,000 
acres Within our borders are 
suitable for highly specialized 
irvigation farming At the 
present time projects involv-

ing 789,000 acres are operating 
successfully, Projects under 
construction or those to which 
immediate consideration is be- 
ing given total another 951,000 
acres Other developments 
which will bring water to an- 
other 400,000 acres. 


Since irrigation multiplies 
the carrying capacity of the 
land and greatly increases its 
vroductivity, projects now de- 
veloped and those planned for 
the future are of great import- 
ance to the stability of the in- 
dustry and indeed to the en- 
tire economy 


Agriculture in Alberta is 
making an important contri- 
bution to the Province and to 
Canada, It will continue to do 
sO, in ever increasing measure, 
as the years go by.

ea a motion asking for a judicial in- 
|quiry into the government's land 
jtransactions in connection with the 
‘\ Calgary j jail. 

But the members got closer to the 
chamber. They made a 
of Edmonton, and spent 
about three hours touring the pro- 
vincia] jail from the death and soli- 
tary confinement cells to the kitchens 
and storage facilities. 

In connection with the “junior 
riot’’". the attorney-general said it 
was the brain-child of about 15 pris-

In connection With the Calgary 
jail, which Mr. Maynard reported 
would be a modern institution with 
more facilities for proper recreation 
and a special section for trouble- 
makers, the Conservatives are query- 
ing the land juggling which has 
taken place. 

Last summer, the government an- 
nounced it had purchased land in the 
Chestermere Lake district, just east 
of Calgary, for the jail. Shortly af- 
ter the residents of the district pro- 
against the proposed location 
and charged the $144 per acre price 
paid by the government Was too 
much. ‘They also said a middle party 
had paid considerably less for the 
same property only a short time be- 
fore 

Late this fall, the government an- 


| nounced it had changed its mind and 


was buying some land northwest of 
Calvary for the jail. The man who 
owned this land is taking the Ches-| 
termere property off the wgovern- 
ment's hands. | 

Now, the Conservatives want to! 
know more about the Chestermere | 
transaction and are suggesting the | 
government, which has stated there 
was nothing wrong with the deal, 
should welcome an impartial judicial 
inquiry, } 

W. J.C. Kirby, Conservative mem- 
ber for Red Deer, said answers 
should be given to such questions as 
how the middle party knew the land | 
was “ideal” for a jail site; how and

Red Cross Helps 
To Fight Polio 


Records often give interesting fea- 
ture stones and a glance through the 
annual ieports of Alberta Division, 
Canadiin Red Cross Society, tell the 
story of poliomyelitis in the province, 
as treated at the Alberta Red Cross 
Crippled Children’s hospital. and 
latterly, of the vital part playcd by 
the Blood Transfusion Service. 

In the annual report of 
year alter the first Junior Red Cross 
Crippled Children’s hospital was first 
opened, it mentions that “infantile 
paralysis’ was treated there. All 
through the years as divulged by 
the annual reports, infantile paraly- 
sis or poliomyelitis as it was called 
latterly, is mentioned as having 
been treated. In the ‘30's. eight to 
10 cases were considered epidemic 
proportions. 

Immediately after the new Alberta 
Red Cross Crippled Children’s hos- 
pital Was opened, the big 1952 epi- 
demic struck With 102 polio cases ad- 
mitted that year. The following 
year, 1953, saw an even heavier epi- 
demic and at one time the hospital 
was buling with 174 patients, with 
213 polios admitted during the year. 

The Red Cross hospital, which 
takes the children after they have 
passed through the infectious stage, 
has developed the treatment of polic 
through the years, using a modified 
Kenny treatment plus hydrotherapy 
and physiotherapy. Braces, special- 
ly wedged shoes and other mechani- 
cal devices are made in the hospital 
orthopedic brace shop as required by 
the various cases. And, of course, 
the paticnts attend school while in 
the Red Cross hospital so that they 
may return to their proper classes 
when discharged. 


While fewer cases by far were ad- | 


mitted during 1954, which was a non- 
epidemic year, the hospital continues 
to play a vital role for these polio 
children and stands ready at any 
momen: to move into high gear 
should onother epidemic strike. 

In October and November, 1953, 
the Blood Transfusion Service of the 
Red Cross began the fight against 
polio by collecting blood for gamm4 
globulin and, during the next year, 
collected 150,000 bottles for this pur- 
pose vlone. Gamma Globulin still 
remains the only known and proved 
weapon against polio although of 
course, the Salk vaccine may be 
proved to be the the potent preventa- 
tive that everyone hopes. 


It is imteresting to note, too, that 


Red Cross is playing another role in 
the treatinent of polio with the blood 
fraction called serum albumin. Dur- 
ing the 1952-53 epidemic, Dr, D. 1. 
Buchanan of Edmonton, medical di- 
rector of the B.T.S. in Alberta, ob- 
tained 48 ampules of serum alubumin 
from the American Red Cross 
througn Dr, W. S. Stanbury, national 
commissioner, 


This serum alumin was used on 
von lung cases suffering oedema of 
the brain and lung area. According 
to Dr. Buchanan, the effect of the 
serum Was most dramatic as it draws 
off the excess fluids from the brain 
and lungs into the circulatory fluids. 

This serum albumin is now being 
produced at the Connaught Labora- 
tories in Toronto from blood collected 
by Red Cross and will be distributed 
througn the Canadian Red Cross 
Blood Transfusion Service as is whole 
blood and plasma.
